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DAILY  PROCEEDINGS 

First  Day 

The  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
church  assembled  for  the  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Session 
Thursday,  November  2nd,  1922,  at  Urania,  La.,  with  Presi- 
dent E.  O.  Hearn  presiding. 

Hon.  Henry  E.  Hardtner,  president  of  the  Urania  Lbr. 
Co.,  delivered  the  Welcome  Address  and  the  Rev.  Lula  Ward- 
low  of  Montgom.ery,  La.,  preached  the  opening  sermon 
Thursday  evening. 

The  reading  of  the  Old  Testamient  lesson,  earnest  pray- 
ers, the  singing  of  beautiful  hymns,  the  happy  faces,  the 
joyous  amens  characterized  the  opening  session,  after  which 
the  Conference  settled  down  to  the  regular  order  of  business 

The  Conference  roll  was  called,  and  upon  motion  J.  C. 
Cocherham  was  seated  as  the  delegate  from  Little  River 
Mission. 

Upon  motion  the  Conference  bar  was  fixed  and  all  visit- 
.ors  v/ere  invited  to  honorary  seats. 

Upon  motion  the  order  of  the  day  was  dispensed  with 
and  it  was  moved  and  carried  to  adjiourn. 

Conference  met  promptly  at  2  p.  m.  The  devotional  ser- 
vice was  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Terry. 

Secretary  announced  the  names  of  those  appointed  by 
the  president  to  serve  upon  the  different  committees,  after 
which  the  president  read  his  report,  which  was  adopted. 

Upon  miction  the  roll  was  called  and  all  pastors  sub- 
mitted their  reports. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  B.  F.  Griffin  was  elected  Statistical 
Secretary. 

The  reports  of  J.  F.  Reid,  J.  A.  Riley,  A.  T.  Ezell,  WL  F. 
Ragsdale,  J.  C.  Little,  J.  W.  Terry,  J.  M.  Strozier  were  read 
and  adopted. 

The  order  of  the  day  having  arrived  the  Conference  en- 
tered into  the  election  of  officers. 

The  chair  appointed  A.  J.  McDaniel,  J.  T.  Head  and  W. 
W.  McDonald  las  tellers  of  the  election. 

Rev.  E.  0.  Hearn  was  elected  president  on  the  first  bal- 
lot, and  upon  motion  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 

Upon  motion  the  chair  was  empowered  to  cast  the  Con- 
ference ballot  for  the  re-election  of  Mary  E.  Perdue  as  Con- 
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ference  Secretary,  and  also  for  the  re-election  of  W.  W. 
McDonald  as  Conference  Treasurer. 

Upon  motion  the  funds  collected  to  pay  delegates  ex- 
penses to  the  Board  Meeting  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  was  appnon 
priated  on  the  President's  salary,  minus  Bros.  Shows'  and 
Lee's  expenses  while  traveling  the  district  during  Dr.  War- 
ner's visit. 

Adjourned. 


Second  Day— Morning  and  Afternoon  Sessions 

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  president. 

The  devotionals  were  led  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Piatt  and  Rev. 
G.  J.  L.  Brown. 

The  roll  call  omitted  and  the  minutes  of  previous  day's 
session  read  and  adopted. 

The  president  announced  the  arrival  of  Dr.  T.  H.  Lewis, 
President  of  the  General  Conference,  who  was  introduced 
and  by  motion  the  hour  was  fixed  for  Dr.  Lfewis  to  address 
the  Conference. 

The  secretary  read  a  telegram  from  Rev.  Lawrence 
Little,  State  Secretary  of  the  Christian  Endeavor,  stating 
his  inability  to  be  present  at  this  Annual  Session. 

Dr.  Butlar,  president  of  Westminster  College,  Tehaucana, 
Texas,  Rev.  J.  A.  Wade  of  the  Arkansas  Conference,  and 
Rev.  A.  G  .Smith  of  the  Congregational  church  were  intro- 
duced and  invited  to  honorary  seats. 

Committees  on  Education  and  Missions  submitted  their 
reports,  which  were  adopted. 

Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn  for  committee  work. 
,  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  president. 

Dr.  T.  H.  Lewis  addressed  the  Conference  in  behalf  of 
the  various  interests  concerning  our  denomination.  At  the 
close  of  his  address  he  requested  Rev.  Lyman  Shows  to  ex- 
plain the  object  of  Dr.  Warner's  visit,  which  was  done  in  a 
very  able  manner,  after  which  several  enthusiastic  talks 
were  made  by  other  members  of  the  Conference. 

Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  gave  notice 
concerning  changes,  etc. 

J.  C.  Parson  and  D.  S.  Johnson  submitted  re-ports,  which 
were  received. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  next  Annual  Ssesion 
convene  with  Mt.  Zion  church,  near  Montgomery,  La.,  Fri- 
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day  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November.  Rev.  Mary  Bart- 
lett  was  elected  to  preach  the  opening  sermon. 

Upon  motion  the  hour  was  fixed  for  the  ^'Special  Service 
for  Our  Young  People." 

Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn. 


Third  Day— Morning,  Afternoon  and  Night  Sessions 

President  called  the  Conference  to  order.  Devotionals 
by  Dr.  Butler. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  read  and  adopted. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  E.  M.  Mouser,  who  has  returned  from 
the  Texias  Conference  after  an  absence  of  two  years,  was 
re-admitted  and  his  name  placed  on  the  Conference  roll. 

The  variousi  committees  submitted  their  reports,  which 
were  adopted. 

Upon  motion  the  timie  was  fixed  for  the  Young  People's 
Rally. 

Motion  prevailed  to  adjourn  to  meet  immediately  after 
the  close  of  the  Young  People's  service. 

Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  president. 

Committee  on  Finance  submitted  their  report  and  upon 
motion  the  report  was  referred  back  to  the  committee. 

The  committee  lappointed  to  draft  plans  for  the  organi- 
zation of  a  '^Benevolent  Association"  submitted  their  plans, 
which  were  adopted  with  an  amendment. 

Committee  on  Finance  submitted  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

Upon  motion  the  Conference  entered  upon  the  election  of 
.officers  for  the  Mutual  Benefit  Association,  and  the  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected: 

Rev.  J.  Lee,  president. 

Rev.  Mary  E.  Bartlett,  vice  president.  * 

Rev.  Lula  Wardlow,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Upon  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  solicitors  be  paid 
$1.00  per  member  and  that  the  secretary  be  paid  50  cents 
per  member. 

Upon  motion  Montgomery,  La,  was  m_ade  the  d:miicile 
of  the  Benevolent  Asstociation. 

Conference  Steward  submitted  rcDort,  which  was  adopted 

Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  submitted 
report,  which  failed  to  be  adopted. 

Secretary  of  Church  Extension  Board  submitted  report, 
which  was  adopted. 
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Upon  motion  Rev.  H.  A.  Cherry  was  elected  to  Elder's 
orders  and  the  time  was  fixed  for  his  ordination. 

Upon  motion  the  undergraduates  were  requested  to  meet 
the  committee  on  Iteneracy  and  Orders  one  day  before  the 
setting  of  the  next  Annual  Conference.  Upon  failing  to 
dc  so  the  committee  will  not  be  required  to  give  them  an 
examination. 

The  president  appointed  F.  Lymian  Shows,  J.  W.  Lee  and 
G.  J.  L.  Brown  solicitors  for  the  Mutual  Benefit  Association. 

Upon  motion  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  was  em- 
powered to  sell  the  Pleasant  Grove  church  property  and  the 
church  building  at  Union.  They  were  also  empowered  to 
purchase  a  Gospel  tent  to  be  used  over  the  district,  if  they 
deemed  such  advisable. 

Upon  motion  an  offering  was  taken  and  turned  over  to 
Rev.  Lula  Wardlow  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  books 
prescribed  by  the  Discipline  in  the  Course  of  Study,  said 
books  to  be  loaned  to  the  undergraduates,  thus  assisting 
them  in  bringing  up  the  prescribed  course.  It  was  also 
moved  and  carried  that  no  undergraduate  could  expect  to 
be  promoted  until  he  shall  have  returned  the  books  bor- 
rowed or  its  equivalent. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Downs,  mianager  of  the  Home  of  the  Good  Sa- 
maritan, submitted  a  verbal  report  concerning  his  work. 

The  Stationing  Committee  read  their  report,  after  which 
a  motion  pevailed  to  adjoun. 

Thus  ended  the  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Session  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church: 

I  submit  this  report : 

I  have  endeavored  to  do  the  work  devolving  upon  me  as 
president  of  the  Conference,  but  owing  to  sickness  I  have 
not  done  what  I  desired  and  expected  to  do.  I  put  forth 
every  effort  possible  under  the  prevailing  conditions. 

I  have  visited  a  majority  of  the  churches,  and  would 
have  gone  to  several  more  if  the  appointments  had  been 
arranged  to  correspond  with  the  dates  that  I  made.  I  met 
with  fifteen  Quarterly  Conferences.  So  far  as  I  know  the 
pastors  have  discharged  their  duties. 
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Chatham,  Mt.  Nebo,  Spring  Lake  and  Sunrise  were  left 
unsupplied,  so  immediately  after  Conference  I  appointed 
Rev.  J.  C.  Hearn  pastor  at  Chatham  and  Concord  churches, 
and  Rev.  W.  S.  Dunn  pastor  of  Mt.  Pleasant  and  Zora. 

I  appointed  Rev.  A.  Deville  pastor  of  Mt.  Nebo  charge 
and  Rev.  I.  A.  Patton  pastor  of  Sunrise. 

Rev.  F.  L  Shows  did  not  accept  Winnfield  and  Center 
Point  churches  and  I  appointed  Rev.  I.  A.  Patton  pastor  of 
Center  Point,  but  could  not  supply  Winnfield  church  nor 
Spring  Lake  charge. 

In  December  I  released  Rev.  A.  T.  Ezell  from  Mason 
Ridge  charge  and  it  remained  unfilled. 

In  December  I  released  Rev.  Lula  Wardlow  from  Couley 
church  and  appointed  Rev.  A.  Deville  pastor  there. 

In  May  I  released  Rev.  J.  A.  Holt  from  Roberts  church 
and  it  remained  unfilled. 

In  October  I  gave  Rev.  O.  Wl,.  Stewart  a  transfer  to  the 
Eastern  Conference  and  Rev.  W.  T.  Methvin  a  letter  of 
standing. 

Our  Needs 

We  need  a  greater  appreciation  for  our  church.  This 
does  not  mean  opposition  to  other  churches,  but  "charity 
begins  at  home." 

We  as  preachers  and  laymen  need  to  make  a  consecrated 
effort  to  build  up  the  church. 

We  need  a  better  system  of  raising  the  finances  of  the 
church. 

We  need  to  be  loyal  to  God,  to  our  Discipline  and  Church 
Government  in  order  that  we  may  fulfill  our  mission  as  a 
church. 

I  thank  you  for  your  co-operation  during  the  year.

REPORTS 

EDUCATION 

We,  your  committee,  submit  the  following  report: 

There  is  a  marked  degree  of  progress  in  every  line  of  endeavor 
today,  and  only  that  institution  can  long  survive  that  is  able  to'  copb 
with  the  obstacles  that  are  thrown  in  its  way. 

As  a  church  we  are  no  exception  to  this  rule.  To  meet  the  great 
responsibilities  that  our  work  for  the  Master  has  placed  upon  us 
we  need  better  preparation. 

Our  need  for  education  is  imperative.  With  the  means  of  a  greater 
preparation  a  greater  efficiency  for  the  Master's  work  is  within 
our  grasp.      Thus  let  us  not  fail  to  make  the  most  of  it. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  work  our  institutions  of  learning  are  doing, 
especially  our  Tabernacle  College,  and  pledge  our  support  and  earnest 
co-operation  in  the  fight  for  an  educated  ministry. 

Therefore  we  recommend  that  our  young  preachers  coming  into 
the  Conference  do  all  in  their  power  to  attend  at  least  one  or  more 
sessions  of  our  colleges,  and  become  better  prepared  to  discharge 
the  duties  incumbent  upon  them. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  a  stricter  observance  of  our  pre- 
scribed Course  of  Study  be  given  by  our  undergraduates. 

We  are  going  into  the  battle  today  with  greater  responsibijlities 
and  greater  opportunities. 
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Let  us  go  forward  better  equipped,  ready  to  meet  the  struggles 
that  lie  before  us. 

Let  us  as  a  church  ''study  to  show  ourselves  approved  unto  God, 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth." 

We  further  recommend  that  this  Annual  Conference  go  on  record 
as  favoring  the  five  year  program  that  is  to  be  put  on  for  the  bene- 
fit of  Westminster  College,  and  that  we  co-operate  with  Dr.  Butler 
in  whatsoever  plans  he  may  suggest.

APPLIED  CHRISTIANITY 

We,  your  committee,  submit  the  following  report: 

This  subject  covers  a  field  of  thought  too  broad  to  be  explored 
by  this  committee  in  so  short  a  time  and  expressed  in  few  words,  and 
we  will  confine  our  report  to  the  two  subjects:  Temperance  and  Sab- 
bath Observance. 

Mention  Temperance  and  our  mind  holds  up  Intoxicating  Bev- 
erages, but  we  should  not  forget  that  there  are  many  other  excesses 
practiced  that  are  very  harmful,  and  as  a  body  of  Christian  people 
advocating  a  high  standard  of  Christian  experience,  we  should  con- 
tinually guard  against  all  excesses 'and  strive  to  be  temperate  in  all 
things. 

The  indulgence  in  intoxicants  is  fraught  with  far  greater  evil 
than  any  other  act  of  intemperance,  which  justifies  the  greater  em- 
phasis placed  upon  prohibition. 

We  hail  with  joy  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  and  also  the  En- 
iforcement  Law,  and  we  note  with  pleasure  the  splendid  results  where 
the  laws  have  been  enforced. 

Better  living,  better  homes,  larger  bank  accounts  and  a  marked 
decrease  in  drunkenness  have  been  the  gratifying  results,  but  the 
fight  is  not  over,  and  the  cause  of  prohibition  never  needed  the  com- 
bined support  of  its  adherents  any  worse  than  now. 

We  therefore  urge  our  people  to  lend  every  honest  effort  possible 
to  this  great  cause. 

With  respect  to  Sabbath  Observance:  This  is  one  of  God's  com- 
mandments most  frequently  violated,  and  especially  of  late  years. 

While  the  country  is  undergoing  the  great  moral  depression  re- 
sulting from  the  late  war  many  things  are  practiced  now  that  would 
not  have  been  tolerated  a  few  years  ago. 
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But  we  are  glad  to  note  that  the  thinking  people  of  our  beloved 
country  are  taking  notice  of  the  spiritual  dearth  and  are  writing 
some  splendid  articles,  and  one  writer  in  summing  up  the  whole 
situattion  said  in  conclusion: 

"We  cannot  legislate  moral  principles  into  people  and  if  these 
conditions  are  corrected  the  church  of  the  Living  God  must  do  it." 

Therefore  we  urge  the  Conference  to  use  every  possible  means 
to  clear  the  responsibility  from  our  door  and  assist  the  other  splendid 
churches  of  our  country  in  bringing  this  country  to  a  state  of  nor- 
malcy with  respect  to  its  moral  and  religious  standard.

AMENDMENT — That  the  Conference  appoint  a  solicitor  who  shall 
have  the  right  to  call  to  their  assistance  all  or  as  many  pastors  a^s 
may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  E.  O.  Hearn  was  appointed  said  solicitor. 

We,  the  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  hereby  form  our- 
selves into  a  benevolent  organization  for  the  purpose  hereinafter 
named  and  with  By-Laws  provided  and  adopted  by  the  Conference 
to  govern  same. 

1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  "The  Louisiana  Con- 
ference Methodist  Protestant  Mutual  Benevolent  Association." 

2.  The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  furnish  protection 
to  her  members  at  actual  cost. 

3.  This  Association  is  founded  on  a  sound  co-partnership  business 
basis,  to  conerve  and  take  care  of  the  needs  of  our  people. 

4.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  who  may  wish  to  join,  but  no  one  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  church  in  the  state  may  become 
a  member. 
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5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,, 
Vice  President,  Secretary-Treasurer.       These  officers  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  her  regular  session. 

6.  Any  layman  between  the  ages  of  14  and  65  and  any  minister 
who  is  in  good  standing  in  this  Gonference  may  become  a  m^ember 
of  this  Association  upon  paying  the  application  fee. 

7.  The  membership  fee  of  this  Association  shall  be  $2.50,  which 
shall  accompany  the  application,  and  which  shall  be  divided  as  fol- 
lows: $1.00  shall  be  put  on  deposit  and  $1.50  shall  go  to  the  Secretary 
and  expense  of  the  organization. 

8.  The  assessment  fee  shall  be  $1.15  each  upon  proof  of  the  death 
or  total  permanent  disability  of  any  member  in  good  standing.  $1.00 « 
shall  go  to  the  beneficiary  and  15  cents  to  expiense  of  collection,  and 
each  member  shall  have  15  days  from  notification  to  pay  the  said 
assessment,  and  in  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  member  to  pay 
said  dues  he  shall  be  dropped  from  the  Association  without  further 
notice. 

9.  The  beneficiary  shall  receive  the  amount  collected  by  one 
whole  assessment  of  the  Association.  Upon  proof  of  the  death  or 
total  permanent  disability  of  any  member  the  Secretary  shall  be 
required  to  make  assessment  upon  said  proof. 

10.  Total  permanent  disability  means  when  one  becomes  unable  to 
follow  any  vocation  by  which  he  may  obtain  a  living,  which  disability 
shall  be  adjudged  permanent. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  this  Association  to 
sign  all  beneficiary  certificates,  preside  at  all  meetings  and  have  a 
general  over-sight  of  all  the  work  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.  The 
Vice  President  shall  act  as  president  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 
The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Association  and  give  notices,  make  assessments  and 
when  the  President  has  been  put  to  actual  expense  to  do  his  work 
the  Secretary  shall  provide  this  expense.  The  Secretary-Treasurer 
.shall  be  put  under  $1,000  bond,  said  bond  to  be  arranged  within  six,' 

months  from  date  of  the  orgnaization  of  the  Association. 

12.  The  first  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  as  follows: 
President — J.  W.  Lee,  Grayson,  La. 

Vice  President — Mary  E.   Bartlett,  Atlanta,  Texas. 
Secretary-Treasurer — Lula  Wardlow,  Montgomery,  La. 
These  officers  shall  act  until  their  successors  are  elected.

RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on  the  day 
and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  Devotional  Services. 
The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which  the  President  shall  read 
the  Annual  Report. 

Sec.  2.  The  names  of  all  pastors  shall  then  be  called,  and  as  their 
names  are  called  they  shall  deposit  with  the  Secretary  their  reports, 
together  with  monies  and  receipts  for  collection,  which  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  committee  on  pastors^  reports. 

Sec.  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Conference, 
he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to  whom  it  is  assigned. 

Sec.  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written,  if  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  request. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  introduced  and 
seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read  by  the  Secretary  or  is 
stated  by  the  Prsesident,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of  th^ 
Conference  any  time  before  the  amendment  or  decision. 

Sec.  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
taken  without  debate. 

Sec.  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until 
the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of,  which  may  be  done 
by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of  the  following  motions  shall 
intervene,  which  are  placed  namely:  First,  indefinite  postponement; 
Second,  laying  on  the  table;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee;  Fourth, 
postponement  to  a  given  time;  Fifth,  substitute;  Sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  or  amendment  may  be  amended. 

Sec.   8.     When  any  member   is   about   to   speak   in   debate   or  to 
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deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully 
address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Sec.  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking  except 
by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from  the 
question  or  uses  personalities^  or  disrespectful  language;  but  any 
member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when 
he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when 
he  thinks  himself  misrepresented. 

Sec.  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  to  a  question  of  privi- 
lege he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in  ord^r 
for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  have  decided  it  a  privi- 
leged question. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of 
the  Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  provided,  however,  that  the 
mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  a  repori^',  shall  in  all 
cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted  upon 
by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  memebr  who  voted 
with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  a  motion  to 
re-consider  is  a  non-debatable  motion,  and  must  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Conferenice 
without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Sec.  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President, 
except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  he  shall  have  been  necessarily 
absent. 

Sec.  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the  ques- 
tion is  put  shall  give  his  vote  unless  the  Conference  for  special  rea- 
sons excuse  him. 

16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the  ayes  and 
nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and  if  the  call  be  sus- 
ta;ined  by  one-third  of  the  members  present,  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be  taken  with- 
out further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before  the  Conference, 
except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 
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Sec.  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  rebate. 

Sec.  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairman  of  committees 
on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  said  chairman  of  his  ap- 
pointment at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of  Conference. 

Sec.  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed  one 
year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Conference  one  day  prior 
to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet  said 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 
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
